2A. THURSDAY NYTIMES HAS GENEVA SPECIAL SAYING 
KENNEDY WISHES TO HALT ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTING 
TO GIVE OTHER NATIONS A REAL INCENTIVE FOR RENOUNCING 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF NUCLEAR ARMS, ALSO URGING THE

SOVIET AGREEMENT NOT TO OPERATE THEIR NEW MOBILE 
RADAR DURING TESTS OF MISSILES. GETLER ADDS KISSINGER 
MAY AGREE TO ALLOW RUSSIANS TO DEPLOY PERHAPS 100 BIG 
MISSILES AND COUNT THEM AS SINGLE WARHEADS IF THE 
RUSSIANS AGREE THEY WILL NOT FIELD ANY NEWER MISSILES 
THAT HAVE BOTH A SINGLE-WARHEAD AND MULTIPLE- WARHEAD 
CAPABILITY. THIS ARRANGEMENT, SAID GETLER, IS VIEWED 
AS ALMOST CERTAIN TO DRAW CRITICISM FROM CAPITOL HILL, 
INCLUDING JACKSON. 

3A. THURSDAY BALTSUN TREWHITT WASHINGTON REPORTS 
INFORMED OFFICIALS OUTLINED YESTERDAY A POSSIBLE 

COMPROMISE ROUTE AROUND ONE OF THE BARRIERS TO A NEW 
ARMS-CONTROL AGREEMENT WITH SOVIET UNION THIS YEAR, 
SUGGESTING THAT THE U.S. MIGHT ASSUME SOVIET GOODWILL 
IN THE DEPLOYMENT OF A LIMITED NUMBER OF BIG ROCKETS 
WITH SINGLE INSTEAD OF SEVERAL NUCLEAR WARHEADS. BUT, 
SAYS TREWHITT, THERE STILL IS NO CERTAINTY SOVIET UNION 
WILL ACCEPT OTHER FUNDAMENTAL U.S. ASSUMPTIONS ABOUT 
ROCKET DEPLOYMENT; ALSO DIFFERENCES BETWEEN SOVIET AND 
U.S. NEGOTIATORS ARE AS GREAT AS EVER ON ISSUES 
DEALING WITH BOMBERS AND SOME SPECIAL TYPES OF MISSILES. 
ACCORDING TREWHITT, THESE DIFFERENCES ARE GREAT ENOUGH 
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TO FORCE POSTPONEMENT OF NEXT PHASE OF SALT FROM JUNE 2 
TILL TWO OR THREE WEEKS LATER AT LEAST, AND FAILURE 
TO AGREE ON SALT TWO COULD FORCE CANCELLATION OF 
BREZHNEV'S SUMMIT HERE THIS YEAR. TREWHITT SAYS U.S. 
SPECIALISTS FEEL THAT COMPROMISE ON HOW TO COUNT SS-18 
MISSILES COULD RISK ACCEPTANCE OF SOVIET FIGURES 
BECAUSE NUMBER OF SS-18S WILL BE ONLY SMALL PART OF TOTAL 
SOVIET STRATEGIC NUCLEAR FORCE, BUT THERE IS NO 
INDICATION U.S. WILL ABANDON ITS ASSUMPTION THAT ALL 
SS-17S AND SS-19S WILL BE MIRVED, YET SOVIET
